Williamstown and 


. Secretary of the centre’s interim committee, Mr. Ed. Wolf, 
said that anyone who could offer their services would be more than 


welcome. 


“It’s a new and ex- 
citing project and de- 
serves to succeed,” Mr. 
Wolf said, 


“We're going to be 
running short of money 
as it seems there will be 
only about $1000 left 
after purchase and fitting 
out of the premises. 


EXPENSIVE: 


“Furnishing of the two- 
storey premises and 
structural alterations 
such as the provision of a 
fire escape, partitioning 
and toilet facilities will 
need to be carried out, 
and will be expensive. 


“Migrants themselves 
“may be able to offer their 
time and skill in helping 
to cut costs, "Mr. Wolf 
said, 

The area the centre 
hopes to cover has a 
population of 33,000 of 
which 41 per cent. . are 
migrants born overseas 
and a further 18 per cent. 
are people born in Aus- 
tralia with at least one 
parent born overseas. 


Although the services 
will be geared to 
migrants, we hope that 
the centre will function 
in an. integrative way 
within the whole commu- 
nity,” Mr. Wolf said. 


"The concept of ser- 
vices to be offered is

Preferring to regard 
himself as a migrant edu- 
cation advisor rather 
than a teacher, Mr. Wolf 
said that his role was to
